The minutes of July 1l and subsequent recessed meetings were read
and adopted by a vote of 5 yeas, no nays.

The Mayor laid before the Council "An ordinance authorizing the
issuance of bonds for the purpose of constructing and installing a sew-
age disposal plant for the City of Austin, snd providing for the levy and
collection of a tax sufficient to pay the interest on sald bondes and to
creante a sinking fund of at least two per oent of the prineipal of said
bonds and suf'ficient to redeem them st maturity, and repealing an ordi-
nance passed Junes 21, 1918," gaid ordinance having been read the first
time at a previous meeting of the Counoil.

The Mayoxr moved the suspension of the rule and the placing of said
ordinance on its second reading. The motion prevalled by the following
vote: Yeas, Mayor Wooldridge, Councilmen Anthony, Bartholomew, Haynes, and
Powell, 5; nays nons.

The ordinance was then read the sedond time and the Mayor moved a
further suspension of the rule and the placing of the ordinance on its
third reading, which motion carried by the following vote: Yeas, Mayor
Wooldridge, Councilmen Anthony, Bartholomew, Haynes, and Powell, 5; nays
none.

nays none.
